Gas Price War To Close 
2,000 Stations in Jersey 


Ing station operators voted at a tumultuous session Tues- 
day to close shop for a week starting Wednesday morning 
in protest against the gasoline price war in New Jersey. 

Some dealers predicted thousands of other stations also would 
close Wednesday. Representatives of the’ American Automobile 
Association warned that violence might result. 

The decision to close was practically unanimous. The retail 
dealers also voted to ask Gov. Alfred Driscoll to name a committee 
‘to investigate the cause of the price war, which had sent the retail 
cost downward as much as five cents a gallon. 


In a wild session, many retail dealers called for picketing of | 


| bulk gasoline distributing plants or refineries to stop transporta- 
tion of supplies to dealers staying open. 
Some speakers urged blocking of driveways of dealers con-

Lacks . ‘Confidence’ 


‘In New Chairman 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—U.P)— 
Carroll L. Wilson resigned as 
General Manager of the .Atomic 
Energy Commission Tuesday with 
the blunt explanation that he 
lacks “confidence” in its new 
chairman, Gordon Dean. 

He also accused other members 
of the Commission of meddling 
too much in the day-to-day man- 
agement of the $4,000,000,000 
atomic program, and warned that 
it may bog down this country’s 
drive to maintain an A-bomb lead 
over Russia. 


President Truman accepted the 
resignation, effective next Tues-| 
day. He announced that Carleton! 
Shugg., Wilson’s deputy for the|~ 
past two years, will take over as 
acting general manager. 

Dean and other members of the 
Commission had no comment on 
Wilson’s parting blast. They is- 
sued a formal statement lauding 
him for his contributions to the 
atomic program, which he has di- 
rected as General Manager. since 
the Commission took over from 
the Army in 1947. 


In his letter of resignation, Wil- 
gon said only that he is quitting 
“for reasons which to me are 
compelling.” But a few hours lat- 
er he issued a statement which 
_— no words about his mo- 

ves. 


“T regret,” he said, “that I do 
mot have the degree of confi- 
dence in the chairman of the 
Commission which I believe it is 
essential that I should have in or- 
der to serve him and the com- 
mission effectively in administer- 
ing the program.” 

He said successful management 
of the vast $4,000,000.000 atomic 
program requires a commission 
chairman with “exceptional ex- 
perience and understanding of 
arge undertakings.” While he did 

‘not say it in so many words, his 
inference was that Dean, former 
attorney and professor, lacks 
those qualifications. 


Wilson, who s hailed as a. 
youthful cdaniniatrative genius 
when he took managerial charge 
of the atomic program three years 
ago at the age of 36, also rapped 
the other three Commissioners as 
@ group. 

He said they have failed to 
realize the “undesirable conse- 
quences of management by com- 
mittee” and as a result “there has 
been a steady trend during the 
past year in the direction of the 
Commission as a body assuming 
the direct management of the pro- 
gram.”

Bridges Is in Jail— 
Let Him Stay There 


Thanks to Federal Judge George B. 
Harris, of San Francisco, Harry Renton 
Bridges, whom the judge called “one of 
the most potent figures in the Communist 
Party in America,” at last is in jail. 


The Government first started trying to 
get rid of Harry Bridges on July 10, 1939, 
when it sought to have him deported as 
a Communist. In December of that year a 
Special Commissioner of Immigration ruled 
Bridges was “an energetic radidal but not a 
Communist.” 


Almost two years later another Immi- 
gration Commissioner ruled Bridges was a 
Communist and ordered him deported. 
Bridges appealed to the courts and on June 
18, 1945, nearly four years after the ap- 
peal, the United States Supreme Court 
upheld Bridges and canceled the deporta- 
tion order. 


In September of that same year Bridges 
became a naturalized citizen by swearing 
he had never been a Communist. On Nov. 
14, 1949, Bridges went on trial in Federal 
Court on charges of committing perjury 
by swearing he had never been a Commu- 
nist. He was convicted after an 8l-day 
trial that in many ways was reminiscent 
of the trial of the country’s top Commu- 
nists before Federal Judge Harold Medina 
in New York. Every delaying tactic was 
used. Every effort was made by the de- 
fense to discredit the judicial system that 
for so many years has protected him. 


Bridges, of course, appealed the decision 
and went free on bail. He was put in jail 
last Saturday on the plea of the Govern- 
ment that his activities since the Korean 
outbreak have been inimical to the secu- 
rity of the United States. He has refused 
to go along with the security program 
mapped in Washington for protection of 
United States ships against sabotage by 
Communists and sympathizers. 

Harry Bridges is a prime example of 
the oft-repeated contenion that we are too 
lenient with traitors. Through a period 
of 11 years he has defeated efforts to de- 
port him and finally was allowed to be- 
come a citizen of the country he despises 
and which he is pledged, as a Communist, 
to do everything within his power to over- 
throw. Let him stay in jail.

The GOP Takes 
A New Tack 


WASHINGTON—The country can find com- 

fort in the fact that outstanding leaders of the 

' Republican Party are giving wholehearted sup- 

port to the program of the President for opposing Communist ag- 

gression abroad and in seeking proper controls to safeguard the 
national economy in the face of the dangers that exist. 

Former President Herbert Hoover and Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, 
of New York—one, the elder statesman of the pgrty and the other, 
the present titular head of the GOP—have led the way by giving 
ringing indorsements to what Mr. Truman has done and is seeking. 

Although there has been some sniping from the sidelines, the 
rank and file of the Republican membership in Congress appears 
to be determined to outdo the Democrats, if anything, in their 
support of the President in the present crisis. In one respect, at 
least, the Republicans have taken the ball away from the Demo- 
crats and are insisting that the President be given far more au- 
thority than he originally asked for in dealing with price controls. 


In a speech at Salt Lake City the other 
One Way Out vient ur. Hoover was forthright in declar. 
ing that the GOP should give its wholehearted support vn a 
prosecution of the war and the support of the Government. “When 
America draws its sword,” he-said, “there’s only one way out—to 
win in battle and to win a lasting peace.” 

Earlier, Gov. Dewey, the past presidential candidate of his 
party, delivered a speech of some urgency in which he spoke these 
words: “I am not attacking the Administration or the Congress. 
I have not the slightest interest in how we got in the position we 
are in. I am desperately concerned with where we are and where 
we are going.”. Declaring that the whole concept of human free- 
dom is in danger of being wiped off the face of the earth, he ap- 
pealed to the leaders of his party and the spokesmen of the free 
world everywhere to rally behind what the Government is doing. 

Both Mr. Hoover and Gov. Dewey were uttering the words of 
statesmen and patriots. As leaders of the great Republican Party 
they have shown that in an hour of crisis politics goes out the 
window. The example they have set will go a long ways in bol- 
stering up the sagging spirits of the GOP. 

It is leadership of this kind that the Republicans have been 
lacking in during the past decade and more. Too often they have 
been too slow in catching the trend of public sentiment. Their tac- 
tics have been to oppose nearly everything initiated by a Demo- 
cratic Administration, merely for the sake of opposition. It was a 
fallacious idea that bore fruit, as revealed by the series of succes- 
sive presidential elections they have lost in the past 18 years. 


T But in the present situation, revolving 
New Ap proach around events in Korea, the Republicans 
have taken a new tack. They have been a leap ahead of the Demo- 
crats, if anything. Except for a few like Senator Taft, of Ohio, and 
Senator Wherry, of Nebraska, who have complained that the powers 
sought by the President go too far, the Republicans in Congress 
have taken the lead in insisting that full measures be resorted to, 
both as regards the international situation and the domestic front. 

Events have shown that Barney Baruch was right when, in his 
recent testimony before the Senate Banking Committee, he said 
that the people were ahead of Congress and Congress was ahead of 


the President in the issue of what economic controls were to be . 


ordered in placing the country on a war footing. The pressure for 
more, rather than fewer, controls has come up from the people. 

The Republicans have been quick to see this—quicker than the 
Democrats, it would appear. In any event, they do seem to have 
grabbed the ball and are running with it. The country is better 
served that it should be this way. For one thing, it puts added 
vitality in our two-party system. More important than all, it shows 
that when the chips are down the célntry. can rely on the patriot- 
ism of both major parties being equally manifest.

NEW YORK—I lunched recently with a Catholic priest who takes pride in a 

degree of doctor of philosophy which he got for a thesis in favor of the closed shop. 

I regard the argument as specious pleading in support of an artificial attitude 

assumed for the purpose of wheedling labor away from the Communists who 

caught the Catholic and Protestant American clergy flatfooted and organized the 

CIO. Although this is my own conviction arrived at by independent process, I 

find myself in the good company of other priests, including one Jesuit father who admitted substan- 


tially just that. 


My companion expressed confidence in Philip Murray, the president of the CIO, 


and tried to turn off my observation that Murray for a long time collaborated with the Communists. 


Murray is a Catholic. The reverend father said 
Murray never had been in favor of Communists. 
I disagree but insist that Murray is not to be 
trusted for either of two reasons: (1) He is an 
opportunist and turncoat who knowingly played 
the game for and with Communists, or (2) he 
is too dumb. 


In support of this position I cite the fact that 
Murray wrote a plea for Harry Bridges and 
against the order of deportation which was issued 
fn the second of three long and absurdly com- 
plex and expensive federal proceedings. 


That order presently was revoked by an 
unpatriotic decision of the Supreme Court 
plus a hysterical, if not insane, special con- 
currence by the late poltroon Frank Murphy. 
Murphy was a partisan of the CIO and was 
guilty of treason.against the State of Michi- 
gan during the formative insurrections. 


Bearing in mind that this was the same 
Bridges whom Murray now opposes as a Com- 
munist, suppose we try to reconcile the follow- 
ing plea by Murray published a few years ago: 


“Tl have read with care the opinions recently 
rendered by the judges of the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals in the case of Harry 
Bridges. The majority affirmed the determina- 
tion of the Attorney General (Biddle) to deport 
Bridges. A minority, Healy and Garrecht, dis- 
sented. Their opinion is attached hereto. I com- 
mend the reading of it to every American who 
cherishes our liberties.” 


You are invited to note that the majority 
opinion, which is the law, was not “attached 
hereto” lest the readers of Murray's brochure 
be persuaded that Murray’s pal and accomplice 
was guilty. A minority opinion is nothing but 
the erroneous comments of judges who are mis- 
taken. It is erroneous because they are legally 
wrong. 

“The issue in this case embraces more than 
the possible deportation of Mr. Bridges,” Mur- 
ray wrote. “The opponents of Harry Bridges 
are the industrialists who seek to exile him and 
to destroy the union he leads because he was 
‘guilty’ of the ‘crime’ of organizing the unor- 
ganized. A memorandum issued by the Depart- 
ment of Labor confirms this, 
deportation was then (1934) and later urged 
by the interests which he had antagonized,’ two 
of whom were the Industrial Association of San 
Francisco and the Associated Farmers of Cali- 
fornia, steadfast proponents of the open shop 
principle.” 


“For this ‘crime’,” Murray continued, “Bridges

has been the object of relentless investigation. 
Search during 1935 and 1936 for ways to deport 
Bridges brought nothing but condtmnation of 
the Immigration Service for the worthless evi- 
dence supplied by the informer. Powerful inter- 
ests next made an effort to utilize the House 
Appropriations Committee of the Seventy-fourth 
Congress as the forum,before. which Bridges 
might be pilloried. But the Commissioner of 


Immigration testified that ‘there is not a shred 
of evidence in our files to indicate that he is 
any. way subject to the provisions of the immi- 
gration law because of his radical views’.” 


“The CIO will continue its aggressive cam- 
paign in the defense of Mr. Bridges and the 
interest of labor,” wrote the saintly character 
fool, or unspeakable hypocrite who now ap- 
peals particularly to Catholic workers for their 
confidence and contributions. 
underlying the verdict stands, every alien who 
seeks to build a labor organization in this coun- 
try is in jeopardy and with him the labor or- 
ganization he leads.” 


Pursuing that thought, I refer to a similar 
pro-Communist brochure entitled “John 
Santo, American,” published by the John 
Santo defense committee in an effort to 
prevent the deportation of a Communist 
unioneer. 


On the inside of the front cover is a photo- 
graph of Philip Murray and, beneath it, this text: 


“John Santo, national director of organiza- 
tion for the Transport Workers’ Union, has 
served the working people of the’ United States 
by improving their wages, hours and working 
conditions. Sergeant Santo served in the VU. S. 
Army over three years at the time of mortal 
peril to our beloved country. Now they want 
to deport him, charging him with being un- 
desirable and un-American. There is no de- 
cency, no fair play, no justice in these deporta- 
tion proceedings. The CIO and I, personally, 
call. upon all right-thinking citizens to make 
their voices heard against the proposed deporta- 
tion. of this man.” 

In October, 1947, the national CIO conven- 
tion in Boston adopted a resolution consistent 
with the same line, calling on the Attorney 
General “to halt this persecution of a leader of 
labor.” 

Later, Santo voluntarily turned his back on 
the United States and retuned to Europe.

Don’t: Worry 
About Green Kggs 


CUMBERLAND ISLARD—You remember the 
old minstrel gag that began, “If you tell me what 

. you eat I'll tell you what you are.” And the other 
end man would say, “Well, I had chicken, and fish, and steak, and 
pork chops, and...” And the joker would wind it up, “You're 
either a millionaire or a liar.” 

Well, it’s that way with chickens. If you slip a little green dye 
in their feed they will lay green eggs. Their yolks will be green, 
anyway. Or so the Purina people tell us. To prove this, they have 
sent along a carton of six eggs, Editor Ralph McGill informs me, 
and three of these eggs will produce chicks with green feathers. 
The purpose of the project is to show the influence of feeds and the 
chickens themselves. 


Preventive My friend, A. F. Rolf, of the Standard Feed Milling 

Company, and who is a very able nutritionist, pur- 
sues this same principle in the assembling of his feeds. For example, 
he not only supplies the vitamins, minerals, carbohydrates and pro- 
teins in the feeds but introduces the various medicines required by 
chickens to ward off the many diseases which afflict them. The 
death-dealing disease with the long name “coccidiosis” is never 
allowed to get started in any serious degree, because from the 
moment the chick partakes of feed it begins absorbing the suitable 
preventive. 

The science of chicken feeding has gone beyond that of any 
other field of nutrition. The reason is easy to see, the chicken’s life 
is short, and much experimental work can be done with little ex- 
pense, relatively. The life cycle of cows, or horses, or humans is 
much longer and the process of studying them more involved. For 
instance, it is known that the new aureomycin will increase weight 
in chickens and in pigs. In some instances as much as 50 percent. 
Does this hold good with cattle? Or humans? Time will tell. It 
takes longer to find this out. 


Kudzu Ration Getting back to the eggs with the green 


yolks, they are entirely edible. If you come. 


across a couple of overlights on your plate that seem to have a 
greenish. tinge, don’t let-it upset you. Perhaps they have been eat- 
ing heavy rations of kudzu or ladino and are giving you an extra 
dose of chlorophyl for your money.

Two regiments 
of the 24th Division joined the 
assault, inflicting heavy casualties 
on the Communists. An Eighth 
Army communique said the Amer- 
ican attack was made with “great 
spirit and vigor.” 

After first expressing alarm at 
the Waegwan crossing of the Nak- 
tong northwest of Teegu, First 
Cavalry officers minimized its.im- 
portance. In reports to Eighth 
Army Headquarters the officers 
. said the enemy crossing will be 
contained and pushed back across 
the river before nightfall. 

The Air Force reported 10 tanks

Gen. MacArthur expressed doubt 
Tuesday that there is any way 
to enlist Japanese in the U. S&S. 
Armed Forces without first mak-

Japan is “under international 
eontrol,” MacArthur pointed out 
in a cable to Sen. Magnuson, Dem- 
ocrat, Washington, who had pro- 
posed that Japanese veterans be 
accepted as volunteers. In such 
circumstances, he said, such action 
by the United States alone -would 
be “of dubtful feasibility.” 

Not stated in MacArthur's mes- 
sage, but obvious by inference, 
was the idea of Russian reaction 
in propaganda and otherwise. 
Critics of the Magnuson proposal 
have argued it would lay this 
country open to charges of exploit- 
ing Japan and resorting to mer- 
cenary armies.
